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HOOD MAN CALLED. 


Death o f Edward Hurley , Sr., 
Tuesday Ev eniuir. 


FUNERAL ON THURSDAY. 


Sk etch of the Deceased, Who tor More 
Than Thirty Years Had Ke- 
sided In Sedalia. 


Edward Hurley, sr., whose death 
had been anticipated for several 
days, died at his home, Fifth street 
and Grand avenue, at 6 155 o’clock 
Tuesday evening, all of the mem­ 
bers of the family, the Rev. Fr. 
Neiberg and Miss 
Lillie Riley 
being present when the final sum­ 
mons came. 
Conscious to the last, 
he simply gave a gasp and passed 
to the unk nown beyond. 
Although he had suffered for 
years with diabetes, it was not 
until May aS, last, that Mr. H ur­ 
ley sustained a hemorrhage of che 
lungs, he being attack ed on Ohio 
street, while engaged in his daily 
vocation. 
He was removed to his 
home, where he received every 
possible attention, and was soon 
able to be out again, but other 
slight hemorrhages followed from 
time 
to 
time, 
notwithstanding 
everything possible was done to 
prevent them. 
On Angust 8, last, Mr. Hurley, 
accompanied by his wife and eldest 
daughter. Miss Etta, departed for 
Cc^orado Springs, 
Col., 
for the 
benefit of Mr. 
Hurley’s health. 
The wife and daughter remained 
with him several week s and then 
returned home, 
Edward Hurley, 
jr., the oldest son, joining his 
father in the meantime. 
On October 23d Mr, Hurley and 
his son also returned to Sedalia, 
but it was evident the trip had not 
resulted as beneficially as had been 
hoped for, notwithstanding Mr. 
Hurley was able to attend to busi­ 
ness matters at intervals until a 
month later. 
On Thank sgiving Day Mr. H ur­ 
ley partook of his last meal at the 
family table. 
Since that time he 
had been confined to his room up­ 
stairs continuously, and nearly all 
of the time to his bed. 
Despite 
this, never a complaint, never a 
murmur of 
disappointment, es­ 
caped his lips, he bearing all with 
a true Christian fortitude that was 
characteristic of the man. 
The past few week s Mr. Hurley 
talk ed very little. 
He k new that 
the end was near, and was pre­ 
pared for it. 
Only yesterday, after 
a coughing spell, during the pro­ 
gress of which he was raised up in 
bed by his devoted wife to prevent 
his chok ing, he remark ed, “ I won­ 
der how much longer this will 
last?” but that was all, and soon 
he was again in a doze. 
During all of his long illness Mr. 
Hurley suffered very little. 
A t 
first he could read the daily news­ 
papers, and much of his time was 
thus passed. 
As he grew weak er, 
members of his family read to him, 
but for the past few week s what 
was in health one of his greatest 
pleasures was dispensed with, and 
the Master’s summons was peace­ 
fully awaited. 
The end could not 
have been more beautiful, as con­ 
sciousness was retained to the very 
last, and as the light went out the 
prayers of wife, children and priest 
were ascending to the Almighty 
for the soul of the husband, father 
and parishioner. 
The Rev. Fr. S, Neiberg will 
conduct the burial service, with 
requiem mass, 
at Sacred Heart 


church at 9 o’clock Thursday morn­ 
ing, and it is the request cf the 
family that friends omit llowers.

Edward Hurley was a native of 
the Emerald Isle, and was born in 
County Roscommon in 1835, be­ 
ing one of five sons 
a nd three d a ugh­ 
ters who came to bless the union of 
Thomas and Mary Hurley. 
The 
parents lived long and useful lives, 
the father dying at the age of 82 
years, and the mother when in her 
93d year. 
Of the eight children in 
the parental family, Edward was 
the third in order of birtii, and the 
only one to come to America. 
Mr. Hurley spent his boyhood 
days in his native land, and re­ 
ceived his education in its private 
schools. 
When but 
16 years of 
age, 
however, 
he 
proceeded to 
London and apprenticed himself 
to a brick layer of that city. There 
he remained until 
1854, 
when, 
having mastered his 
trade and 
hearing of the great opportunities 
offered by America to young men 
who were willing to work , he de­ 
cided to emigrate to this country, 
and upon landing in New York 
sought employment at his trade. 
He was not successful, however, 
but remained until almost his last, 
dollar had been expended, when 
he accompanied to Charleston, S. 
C., a gentleman whose acq uaint­ 
ance he had made aboard ship 
while crossing the Atlantic. 
Better success crowned the young 
m an’s efforts in Charleston than in 
New York , though, and he work ed 
there as a journeyman until 1858, 
when he removed to Chicago, and 
later to Peoria, 
111,, where 
he 
engaged 
in 
contracting 
and 
building. 
After some time spent 
in Peoria he removed to St. Louis, 
where he was 
si m i l arl y 
engaged 
until after the close of the civil 
war. 
Finally leaving St. Louis, Mr. 
Hurley 
proceeded 
to 
Montana, 
where he entered the government 
service in the capacity of master 
mechanic, a title now k nown almost 
exclusively in railway circles. 
In this position Mr. Hurley super­ 
intended the construction of mili­ 
tary forts for the government and 
was paid a large salary. There was 
nothing to spend money for in the 
then barren western wilderness, so 
Mr. Harley saved nearly all of his 
earnings, and, 
in 
addition, 
ac 
cumulated several thousand dollars 
by purchasing furs from the In­ 
dians, with whom, at times, many 
bloody engagements were had, in 
which the United States troops 
were always victorious. 
There was no more interesting 
conversationalist m Sedalia than 
Mr. Harley, and the writer of this 
sk etch has been entertained many 
pleasant evenings by him at his 
hospitable home with thrilling ac­ 
counts of his adventures among the 
Red Men of the Rock ies before 
railroads had penetrated that sec­ 
tion. 
Finally tiring of the west, Mr. 
Hurley decided to return to St. 
Louis, and on March 2d, 1872, 
while en route to what is now 
k nown as the W orld’s Fair City, 
he stopped off in Sedalia, but not 
with any intention of locating. He 
lik ed the then hustling village, 
however, 
as 
he met congenial 
spirits here, so, after investigating, 
decided to invest some of his sur­ 
plus cash, and purchased property 
here. 
About this time the Rev. Fr. 
Swift, pastor of what was then 
St. Vincent de Paul church, was 
engaged in erecting a row of frame 
houses on East Third street, and 
Mr. Hurley was persuaded to ac­ 
cept the contract 
of plastering 
them. 
This finished, he engaged 
in tbe general contracting business, 
and many of the most imposing 
and substantial business houses and 
residences of the city will stand for

H erm in Meyer, ooe of the pio­ 
neers of Sedalia, although possibly 
not as well k nown as many others 
who have not resided here so long, 
died at his home, 1232 West Main 
street, after a week ’s illness with 
pneumonia, at 6:45 o’clock this 
morning, aged 55 years, and will 
be buried from the family residence 
at 2 o’clock Friday afternoon, the 
Rev. Frederick Pfeiffer, pastor of 
the German Evangelical church, 
officiating. 
The pail-bearers have 
not yet been chosen. 
Mr. Meyer was born at Kleinen- 
burch, Rheidrenssen, Germany, in 
1S48, and in 1855, at the age of 7 
years, came to America witR his 
parents, locating 
at 
Milwauk ee, 
Wis. 
Here he remained until he had 
almost attained his majority, and 
was married there, his wife, two 
sons and a daughter surviving him. 
A boy in his teens, Mr. Meyt r 
enlisted in Co. 
G, Thirty-ninth 
United States infantry, and did 
gallant service for his country in 
the war of the rebellion. 
Thirty-five years ago Mr. Meyer 
and his family removed to Sedalia, 
and here he has resided continu­ 
ously since, being held in the high­ 
est esteem by all who k new him. 
He was stable boss for the own­ 
ers of the old horse car street line 
until it gave place to the electric 
railway, and since that time had 
been track foreman for the latter 
company, performing the duties in 
a manner that could not have been 
improved upon. 
Mr, Meyers was a member of 
Eintracht lodge No. 176, Ancient 
Order of United Work men, and of 
George R . Smith 
post No. 53, 
Grand Army of the Republic, both 
of which orders will attend the fu­ 
neral in their respective bodies. 
Mr. Meyer was a splendid citi­ 
zen in every sense of the term, and 
in their bereavement the family 
will have the sympathy of the 
community.
